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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Claims 1-22 were pending at the time of the previous Office Action in the case. 
Claims 6, 7, 18, 20, and 21 have been cancelled and their limitations incorporated into 
independent claims 1 and 12 respectively. The applicant has amended the independent 
claims after the decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Appeal No. 
2003-0446. In its decision the Board affirmed the rejections of claims 1-6 and 9-20, and 
reversed as to the rejections of claims 7, 8, 21 , and 22. 

The claims have been amended so as to incorporate the limitations of dependent 
claims 6 and 7 into independent claim 1 , and so as to incorporate the limitations of 
dependent claims 18, 20, and 21 into independent claim 12. Therefore, as per MPEP 
1214.06 and CFR 1 .197(C)(I)(B)(2), the claims are now in a condition for allowance. 

2. Claims 1-5, 8-17, 19, and 22 are pending and have been examined.
